A further strain was caused by 
charges of police brutality brought 
a second time by a resident family 
And nationally, there is a height- 
ened concem over police conduct 
related specifically to the Los An- 
geles Rodney King incident. 
Understanding these concerns, I 
requested that our Human Rela- 
tions Commission convene a series 
of Community Forums to provide 
an opportunity for community resi- 
dents to voice their feclings and 
concems, relative to the nature and 


hours, and nearly 300 residents 
availed themselves of the opportu- 
nity to voice their concerns and cx- 
periences and make recommenda- 
tions for improving our City's cli- 
mate. 

According to the Human Rela- 


tions Commission "some rather 
distinct patterns of perceptions re- 
garding the policing of the Plain- 
field community emerge." The six 
main categories that residents cx- 
pressed continuing concern over 


were: racism among police offi- 
cers; the perception of white police 
officers as mercenaries, with no 
ties to the community; reactive vs. 
proactive police methods of en- 
forcement; lack of ac- 
countability, and lack of effective 
communicatior 

The Commission also con- 
cluded, ae other things, that 
our police division's response time 
to calls for assistance is too long. 
There is a lack of minority repre- 
sentation in the upper echelon of 
the police division. There should 
be a residency requirement for uni- 
formed officers. There should be a 
structured procedure for filing civil 
and criminal complaints against 
police officers. There is a need for 
a more comprehensive Employee 
Assistance Program for the police 
division. Sensitivity training and 
cultural awareness classes should 
be conducted for all police person- 
nel. There is a lack of recreational 
activities to keep our youth occu- 
pied. There must be ongoing 
structured activities in conjunction

For more than 25 years 
‘Taylor has worked on behalf of 
Newark's older residents. She 
currently serves as Coordinator 
of Senior Citizen Centers for the 
City of Newark, a position she 
has held since December, 1988. 
‘She took this post after serving 
22 years with United 
Community Corporation - first 
as Director of Public Relations, 
and later as Deputy Director of 
the Senior Citizens Golden Age 
Project. 

To listen to Taylor talk about 
the'pride she holds for seniors, 
gives insight to the passion she 
brings to her advocacy role. A 
passion that has inspired her to 
create a variety of recreational, 
motivational and social service 
Programs, and pushes her to vol- 
unteer her time and energy on 
numerous national, state and 
local boards. 

One activity is her award- 
winning Sunday morning radio 
show, focusing on seniors, on 
WNIR, which she has produced, 
directed and moderated since 
1966. "This show has won so 
many awards," she said, 
"because so many good, loyal 
people work with me - people in 
my personal, church, city, 
WNIR and UCC family. "Taylor 
also serves on the Mayor's 
Senior Citizens Commission, the 
New Jersey State Council on 
Senior Citizens, the National 
Council on Senior Citizens, the 
National Council on Aging, the 
Institute on Senior Citizens, the 
Bicentennial Commission and 
the Martin Luther King, Jr. State 
Commission, among many 
others.

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(NNPA) — Several weeks 
ago, I wrote a column that gave 
you, the reader, advice about 
some of the most frequent prob- 
lems that my patients have. I have 
received hundreds of letters ask- 
ing me to help to solve your most 
common problems. 

1) FEARS: Why do I have so 
many fears about things, and what 
can I do to overcome my fears? 

First, no one is born with a 
fear. Fears are usually the result 
of some terrifying experience that 
you had as a child. If you almost 
drowned, before age three, you 
might fear water now that you are 
an adult. If you saw or heard 
about a similar experience that 
someone else had when you were 
a child, you might also, be afraid 
to go into the water at a beach or 
at a swimming pool. Water is not 
dangerous, by itself. Fear of water 
is in your mind, as is fear of peo- 
ple, dogs, snakes, tests, crowds or 
most other things. Most people 
fear something. However, an ex- 
treme fear, where a person loses 
muscular control (trembling, 
temporary paralysis, loss of con- 
trol of the bowels), or loses emo- 
tional control (screaming, crying, 
inability to think or reason), may 
be a phobia. It is the worst exem- 
plification of a fear. 

A good psychologist will ex- 
plain that the fear is entirely in 
the victim's mind, and can be 
overcome. Then, the victim will 
be slowly, carefully and protec- 
tively exposed to the cause of the 
fear. A person who fears water 
might be asked to look at the wa- 
ter at the beach on Monday; then, 
to touch his/her toes in the water 
on Wednesday, next, 1o stand in 
ankle-deep water on Saturday. 
This gradual exposure to water 
will continue indefinitely, until 
the victim. becomes calm. The 

victim will be accompanied by 


another individual during this 


process until the fear subsides or 
disappears, 

ANGER: Why do I become 
angry so easily? I try to control 
my anger, but, sometimes, noth- 
ing that I do can stop me from 
blowing my top. 

Anger can often be traced to 
your childhood. We have all scen 
little babies have tantrums. They 
will scream, cry and drive the 
parent crazy until they get what 
they want, Then, they will do it 
all over again the next time that 
they want something. Anger is, 
for them, very productive. It gets 
them what they want. 

Some adults use the same 
technique to get attention. Thus, 
their anger represent their feeling 
of rejection, Anger may represent 
feelings of personal insecurity 
and inadequacy. People who feel 
that others do not like them, will 
show their displeasure through 
anger. If Robert thinks that James 
does not like him, he might bump 
into James, step on his foot or say 
something nasty to him. The point 
is that Robert wants to hurt James 
for not liking him. Robert, thus, 
has a low opinion of himself and 
needs constant reassurance in or- 
der to refrain from going crazy. 

Fear and anger have some- 
thing in common. They represent 
the victim's perception that he 
cannot stand on his own two feet. 
Fear means that he has not 
learned to cope with the realities 
of his life. Anger is one of his 
ways of crying out for help. Un- 
fortunately, only trained psychol- 
ogists know how to help such a 
person. The average individual 
will respond to a person's anger 
with his own anger. This makes 
the victim's problem worse.

(NNPA) — "Thy money per- 
ish with thee,” it is written in the 
Acts of the Apostles. An Ameri- 
can of African ancestry, espe- 
cially the members of the AME 
Church would cause their fellow 
African American Methodists in 
South Africa to break away from 
the white dominated Wesleyan 
Church of England in 1897. T 
AME, and’ other African Ameri- 
cans, arranged for “young na- 
tives" to come to the United 
States for a college education. 

Eventually, two Africans, 
Pixley Senne and John Dube, re- 
tumed to their motherland and 
established the African National 
Congress (ANC) in 1912. Senne, 
the ANC's chief founder, and 
Dube, its first president, were but 
two of thousands of Black South 
Africans who came and are still 
coming to American colleges 
with the encouragement of the 
AME Church and other common 
sense Americans. A bright light is 
now showing at the end of a long 
dark, deep tunnel.

Help for Families that makes sense

Such a place may sound too 
good to be real. But they exist. 
They generally are called "family 
support centers," some are located 
in church basements or in child 
care centers.

Some occupy an entire 
house. Usually centers depend 
heavily on donations from individ- 
uals, churches, community groups, 
and foundations. Some also get 
public money. 

As different as they are in small 
ways, these centers have a shared

These 
programs understand that raising 
young children is stressful and that 
seeking help and information is a 
sign of strength not weakness. "We 
don't worry about creating depen- 
dency" says Ethel Seiderman, di- 
rector of a California program 
called Parent Services Project. 
"People search for independence. 
This program gives them wings.” 
Many family support centers 
start very small, Ten years ago in 
Washington, D.C., the Family 
Place began in a basement with two 
staff people, as a project of the 
Church of the Saviour. It: aim was 
to help mothers in the neighbor- 
hood get regular prenatal care and 
to help them care for their infants 
and toddlers, In the beginning, the 
program depended on a washing 
machine to attract mothers to the 
center, "If you want to see a preg- 


nant woman regularly," says Di- 
rector Maria Elena Orrego, "give 
her a place to do her laundry." To- 
day the Family Place offers a wide 
variety of classes, activities, and 
services and has become a neigh- 
borhood institution. It owns its 
four-story Victorian house and 
serves more than 450 families a 
ear. 


One of the most rewarding 
things about family centers. says 
Ms. Orrego, is the way 
who have achieved stability in their 
own lives reach out to help others. 
In 1990, says Ms. Orrego, not one 
of the 45 homeless families that 
came to the Family Place had to go 
to a city shelter. With backup 
port from the cénter, Family I Place 
families opened their homes to new 
homeless families,

Kris Parker, also known as KRS- 
ONE, is a musician with a mis- 
sion: Reverse Stereotypes. Ac- 
cording to the 23-year-old, who 
has seven albums under his belt. 
"If most people think of rappers 
as people with huge gold chains, 
and inflated egos, this image must 
be crushed, and replaced with a 
more panoramic view of hip hop 
as a tool for reaching dissatisfied 
black youths." 

Parker notes that if people see 
rap concert-goers as inherently 
violent, those few who attend 
these shows with "criminal in- 
tent," must be reached. "I want to 
show kids another way to deal 
with things," said Parker. "We 
can deal with things by being in- 
telligent and dealing with our 
problems head on...'m not wor- 
ried about appealing to the 
masses out there. I'm concemed 
about the kids who don't know 
what time it is. I want to show 
them there are different ways to 
be radical. 

Parker elaborated on his ideas 


when he lectured on "Revolution 
of the Mind," at Montclair State 
on Monday May 8. 

Parker learned his lessons in 
life the hard way. He ran away 
from home at age 13, and spent 
the next six years in the strects, in 
and out of men's shelters. He wit- 
nessed the murder of his best 
friend, Scott Sterling, also known 
as D.J. Scott La Rock, who was 
originally Parker's counselor in 
the Bronx men's shelter, 

In fact, another stereotype that 
Parker crusades against is street 
violence. Besides devoting songs 
to the topic, like "Stop the Vio- 
lence,” he and a coalition of other 
rappers and record industry fig- 
ures created a "Stop the Vio- 
lence" movement, which spawned 
from a stabbing of a young man 
at a rap concert at New York's 
Nassau Coliseum. What resulted 
was a collaborative all-star rap 
song and video titled "Self De-

WHAT'S UP WITH PATTI LABELLE? 
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Racism in the Music Industry: Janet Jackson recently signed a $50 million dollar deal with Virgin 
Records. Then Michael Jackson annonced his $1 billion dollar deal with Sony Music. It's ironic that after 
years of having our music ripped off, two black artists have snagged the best record deals in music history. 
But what's happening for Janet and Michael is not typical. Big money aside, the majority of black arusts are 
never given any airplay on pop radio, don't have control over their images, and work with record companies 
that see skin color as a way to catagorize music. From the fans’ point of view African-American artists 
appear to be on top of the world. On the surface that may be tue, Black ar are racking up hit after hit. 
But you'd be surprised at the lack of real control they have over their careers. All to often black stars are 
puppets who's strings are being pulled by a white owned and controlled industry. One of the key issues for 
black artists is "crossing over." A black artist has to be a hit on black radio before they can even think about 
getting any Pop radio airplay. The same is not true for white artists. Most agree that getting hung up on 
"crossing over" is a mistake. What's more, it's a sorry fact of life that Black artists who've earned a lot of 
clout in the business don't support other blacks. The NAACP reports there were 1,700 videos made in 1990 
and less than 60 were produced by black production companies. Also, out of the 1700 videos made, 500 
featured black artists who didn't even consider black directors and staff for their videos. A lack of black 
people behind the video camera means that the artist in front of the camera is having an image created by 
somebody white. All in all, it's clear that African-Americans just can't tap dance around the issue of racism. 
And while it can't be stopped at the snap of a finger, Black artists who have control over their creative 
density can start by reaching out to the brothers and sisters who don't. Pulling together is the only way to 
put an end to racism in music....From the PP&T (People, Places & Things) File: Rosie Perez 
became a familiar face to black audiences after her appearance as Spike Lee's girlfriend in "Do The Right 
Thing.”

Chico, 
Tommy, and Bobby Debarge will miss this family affair. They're currently serving prison sentences in 
i icking.....Everytody’s still buzzing about the allegations tossed at Paula Abdui by 
former Mary Jane Girl Yvette Marine. The whole situation's got Paula burning mad. Marine isn't suing 
Paula but she is suing Virgin Records and it's distributors for "false and deceptive packaging" to the tune of 
$1.45 million dollars. The 26-year-old Marine claims she waited so long because she got caught up in the 
thrill of being associated with such a successful album.

(NNPA) — "Eliminate 
apartheid: End racism." You've 
heard, or read, this profound 
statement before, But the truth is 
that, for Blacks in South Africa 
and South Philly, the scenario is 
sadly similar: “If you ain't the 
lead dog in the pack, the view is 
always the same.” In 1991, Black 
Americans are at the back of the 
pack. We are more socially, po- 
litically, and economically disen- 
franchised than we've been for 
more than a century. The shock- 
ing truth is that black advance- 
ment toward parity is coming 
faster in Johannesburg than it is in 
Boston. Racism still taints the 
American character, but the con- 
tention of most black leadership 
is that its eradication is the sole 
precondition to black advance- 
ment. 

This mind-set is, at best, our 
group's confession of complete 


impotence. 
Until we get whites to stop 
their international habits of 


racism we prefer to wait, com- 
plain and remain impotent. Rather 
than concentrate efforts toward 
our internal self-development, we 
prefer to be society's "victims," 
Rather than buy and build in our 
communities, our preconditions 
cause us to prefer the white man's 
colder ice. As the nation's vic- 
tims, we elect to be the offended 
parties and continuously com- 
plain about our lack of acceptance 
in white people's businesses, 
country and night clubs, and

tive women, 4,000 additional new- 
borns are exposed to the virus. 

Payne said, "this act was en- 
acted in response to the problems 
associated with substance abusing 
Parents, HIV-infected parents and 
the increase in the number of 
boarder babies abandoned in the 
hospital's." 

"The numbers of children ex- 
posed to drugs or with AIDS has 
increased dramatically," he added. 

The. hearing, held at United 
Hospitals Medical Center ‘was 
= by Rep. Major Owens (D- 

Mary Boland, Coordinator for 
Children’s Hospital AIDS Program 
stated the state Division of Youth 
and Family Services (DYFS) is 
considered as "baby snatchers." 

Dr. Frances Dunston, commis- 
sioner of the State Department of 
Health claimed that pregnant 
women affected by AIDS and drug 
addiction may not seek treatment 
because they are afraid of being 
punished. 

"They are afraid they are going 
to lose their children,” she said, 

Reports stated that Dunston 
told the subcommittee on education 
that she wanted to make the mes- 
sage clear that New Jersey is out to 
help and not punish mothers and 
these programs will prevent aban- 
donment by mothers. 

Dunston stated 19 other states 
have laws that may charge addicted 
women with distributing drugs to a 
minor, her unborn child. These 
programs double the problems that 
lead to “boarder babies," infants 
who stay in hospitals for more than 
two years after birth because moth- 
ers cannot or will not care for 
them. 

The speakers were noted as 


Saying those babics are often born 
addicted to drugs, premature and 
underweight, and their mothers re- 
alize they cannot adequately care 
for such fragile infants. 

“Half the pregnant addicted 
woman get no prenatal care. They 
just appear in the hospital in labor 
or deliver at home or in crack 
houses," said Dunston. 

Bernard Dickens, president of 
United Hospitals, stated the pre- 
mature babies born to mothers who 
do not get care spend months in the 
hospitals intensive care unit, at a 
cost of $142,000. 

Dickens said the number of 
boarder babies could be lower if 
the women could be given prenatal 
care that might prevent such births, 

Both Owens, who introduced 
the bill in 1987 and Payne said 
New Jersey had taken a leadership 
role in creating programs to pro- 
vide preventive and supportive scr- 
vices for children and their fami- 
lies. 

In a report issued to City News 
by Payne's office, the rate of AIDS 
infection among women and chil- 
dren in Newark is higher than any- 
where else in the nation. The report 
stated 67 percent of New Jersey's 
AIDS population is heterosexual 
and IV-drug-users. 

The report also stated Blacks 
and Hispanics make up 80 percent 
of New Jersey's pediatric AIDS 
cases, and 87 percent of Hetero- 
sexual HIV cases. According to the 
report, these numbers are steadily

Additionally, 
Newark has 20 percent of all HIV- 
infected children in the Nation."
